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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons stated in the final rejection of 
3/7/05. The instant claims 12 and 15 show that the instant claims encompass filler having particle sizes smaller than 10 microns. It is not 
seen that the filler of Balckwell having the smaller particle size needs to be of the same identity as the larger filler of page 4 discussed in 
the final office action. It is further noted that Blackwell is used to modify the composite filler of Yearn and that the particle size of page 4 of 
Blackwell is associated with the composite of Yearn. In other words, only the larger particle size range of Blackwell is attributed to the 
composite filler of Yearn and the other particle sizes of Blackwell may be other fillers as stated in the ninth through eleventh lines of the 
final paragraph of the 103 rejection of the final rejection.
